Many new books and titles are on the shelves of the Oklahoma Library 
Commission awaiting the start of the Vacation Reading Club June 1. This will 
be the third summer the Commission has carried on this project, and during the 
vacation seasons of 1935 and 1936 gome 1,058 children earned their certificates, 
which means that over 10,000 volumes were read by boys and girls in all parts 
of the state. Last year twenty public libraries successfully used the project, 
as well as many homes, communities, Home Demonstration clubs, ¢nd other organize-— 
tions. It is expected that the number will be greatly increased this yeer, 
judging by the number of books already asked for. 


Study Clubs Promoting Reading 


One Vacation Reading group will be organized by the S.E.B. National 
Research Club, which is attempting to start a community library at Waynoka. The 
club has olinaen this method of creating interest in the library among tne towns- 
‘people, and of convincing them of the value of supplying the children with suitable 
free reeding. To start the service, the Oklahoma Library Commission sent a 


‘-traveling library of 159 selected books, including some adult as wellas many 


juvenile titles. 


People of eight school districts read the books in another traveling 
librery just returned by the Good Will Club of Konawa, which has borrowed a summer 
library for vacetion reading. Miss Beuleh Klutts is in charge of the books. 
Kenneth Klutts, her brother, who is blind, is also a constant borrower from the 
Oklahoma Library Comnission, which sends him books in Revised Braille from its 
extensive library for the blind. 


For the Vacation Reading project, the Commission is prepared to furnish 
not only the books but also graded lists, through its Treveling Library Service. 
Its list of stories of foreign lands, "Around the World through Books," has been 
especially popular where the idea of a "trevelog" has been adopted. 


Organize a club among the children in your community. If you have 
borrowed books from the Traveling Library depertment before, simply send in your 
request for books end lists; if not, ask for an application blank. The books 
are free loans, except for tha small transportation cost. The project will 
extend from June 1 to August 1%, and at its close the Commission will send out 
certificates to all the children who have earned them by reading ten books 
during the summer and making a report on them to the person locally in charge of 


the Club.

OKLAHOMA AUTHORS 


Joseph Bradfield Thoburn 


As the first historian of Oklahoma, Joseph Bradfield Thoburn has achieved 
personal fame, but what is more important to him is that he has been able to awaken 
Oklahomans to the interest and romance of the adventurous past of the state to 
which he hes devoted over half his life, For more then thirty years he has worked 
to give as complete a picture as possible of Oklahoma since its only "government 
projects" were earthwork mounds ‘and its only recorded history the picture writing 
on an Indian teepee. It wes he, appropriately, who suggested the design for the 
state flag, thet beautiful and distinctive emblem. 


He wes born in Bellaire, Ohio, August 8, 1866. His father, a Major in 
the Union army, took his family to Kansas in 1871. Mr.Thoburn there grew up on a 
farm and received his education from the Kansas State Agricultural College. In 
1894 he married Rachel Caroline Conwell of Manhattan, Kansas. Their children are 
Mary Eleenor and Jeanne Isabel (Mrs. A.V.Wyss). Mrs.Thoburn died in 1931. 


Mr. Thoburn came of Methodist Scotch-Irish stock, famous for the notable 
achievements in Indian missions. But he felt no call to the mission field, but | 
came to Oklahoma, where he interested himself in North American Indians instead 
of the Hindu variety. And in the new territory, which he first entered in 1889, 
he found a field for all the talents with which he was endowed. He began as a 
newspaper writer; then served as secretary of the Oklahoma City Commerical Club 
(Chamber of Commerce), and in December, 1902, was elected as first secretary of the 
Territoricipoard of Agriculture, and went to Guthrie to organize that office. 


His speciel interest while Secretary of Agriculture lay in the the 
improvement of native fruits and poultry and in water conservation. Thirty years 
before the Dust Bowl forced itself upon public attention, Mr. Thoburn had preached 
the importance of combatting the aridity of the Panhandle. 


He wrote his first history of Oklahoma in 1908, in collaboration with 
Isaac M. Holcomb, the book being adopted as a school text. He followed it in 1916 
with a comprehensive history in several volumes, end in 1929 by e third work of 
equal importance, of which Muriel H. Wright was co-author. Later literary work 
hes consisted of numerous articles for papers and periodicals, and of a collection 
entitled "The Greet Plains in Verse," on which he has worked for over ten years. 


His connection with the Oklahoma Historical Societz ‘dates from 1903, 
when he wes elected a director. For fourteen years, 1917-1931, he was a member 
of the active staff, serving five years as curator. Prior to this, he had been 
for a period a member of the history faculty of the University of Oklahoma, ‘and 
had carried on some of the earliest archaeological excavations in the state, 
making important discoveries concerning the primitive inhabitants of Oklahoma. 
By digging into mounds, cave~dwellings, burial grounds, and such prehistoric 
earth works, he was able to establish that the so celled "natural mounds" were 
actually man-made dwelling places five centuries old, and that there was a solid 
basis for his theory that the spreading of the Indian tribes .%ver the North 
Anerican continent was not south from Alaska, but by mass migrations north from 
greet swarming grounds in the tropical zone. 


In 1931 Mr. Thoburn'g work was recognized by a bestowal of an honorary 
degree of Doctor of Letters ffom Oklahoma City University. He is a member of the 
Oklahoma Academy of Stience, of the Sons of the American Revolution and of the 
Masonic Order. His name appears in Who's Who in America and he is mé :f.the 
comparatively few living persons included in the Encyclopaedia Americana. His 
home is in Oklahoma City, where he has lived since 1899, and he is still actively 
engaged in historical research and in writing. 


OKLAHOMA PUBLISHEXS 


Historical Sketch 
by 
Iecile Huntington 


Cklehoma celébrated its one hundredth anniversary of book publishing © 
during the week of October 6, 1935. This state, which is only thirty yeers old, 
presents an interesting history which includes bock publishing back to the days 
of the Indien settlements. Valuable material has been written on the history and 
imprints of these eérly presses. Mrs. Foreman? hes given ea true picture of the 
Union Mission Press, the Park Hill Press, and the Baptist Mission Press, whick 
were the first presses in what is now Oklehoma. The tern regional presses hed 
not been epplied to publishing companies at that time; however,these presses 
issued only regional material inthe fom of almanacs, tracts,sermons and Bibles 
in the verious Indian langueges. These presses were owned by the churches and 
the air of the publications wes to acquaint the Indians with the religion and 
customs of the white people. 


From this early beginning, book publishing in Oklahoma has grown until 
todey there are many firms which have the seme characteristics as these early 
presses, end may be called regional publishers. Their interest is in the south 
west and their eim is to publish books by Oklahoma writers for wider distribution 
inthe southwest. Berrows MusseyS in writing of small town poplishers nakes this 
statement: "ReziOnal writing is crippled without regional publishing." Such names 
es George Milburn, Stenley Vestel, Jeannie Harris Oliver, Kenneth Kaufman, Lynn 
nigegs and others appear in early enthéiéeips of Oklehom poetry. Book publishers 
of Oklahoma should be given pert of the credit for the expanding interest in 
regional writing. 


Even though this historical materiel is interesting to the libre i ian 
of Oklahoma, it is more important to know the book publishers of todey and ‘the 
character of their output eat the present time. During a visit to Oklehoma, the 
writer mede an effort to contact some of these publishers. The results of this 
investigation, it is hoped, will prove interesting and profitable to the 
libreriens of the state, 


Some Oklahoma Pyblishers of Today 


The University of Oklahoma Press, Norman, Oklehore, first used its 
imprint in 1907 when the printing plant wes estebdlisied. Only occasiom1 research 
bulletins were published at that time. The Press, 4s it is now operating, cane 
into being in 1928 with the publication of Folk~Say, No.l. Even though the 
imprint on the title page of this book reads "Oklshons Polk-Lore Society," 
the verso stetes thet the book wes "Printed in~the United States by the University 
Press, Norman, Oklahoma.® Wa eh'Kon-Teh wes the first dovx mublished by a 
University Pros to be selected by the Bock of the Montr Uivb. Deserts on the 
Merch, which was first published by the University of txi:rozma Press, is being 
ny hanya jointly with Simon & Schuster of New York. Th: _ii-kingof Wodern Irea, 

a 1932 pablicetion of the press, wes recently reprinted fcr Williams end Norgate 
of Englend. The University of Oklehome also publishes ‘Books Abroed, the only 
periodical of its kind, which includes reviews of foreign dooks. 


The University of Oklahoma Press does general publishing work of 
scholership. It’ hes tried to be strictly a regional press, special emphasis 
being pleced on Oklahoma and the southwest. Books dealing with history, folk-lore, 
and the Indian have been its leading titles, The University Press tries to 
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reflect the intellectual life of the Oklehome cempus, and trics, whenever 

" possidle, to publish work done by the faculties wich are most active in the 
field of research, This accounts for the decided emphesis on history, and, 
in the technical field, on petroleum enzineering. 


The colophon, which depicts two Kiowe breves smoking the pipe of 
peace, is particularly suited for an Oklahoma publisher. The motto, "The 
Printed Pege is Everynen's University," is used with the colophon. ‘Typosrephy 
end format are especially good. The design of he type, the color of the peper, 
the illustrations, and the binding are carefully considered in relation to tl 
content of the book. The results of this care in selection mey be seen in any 
book issued bv the University of Oklahoma Press. 


The Harlow Publishing Company,Inc. of Oklahoma City was estedlished 
in 1915; in addition: to books, this company publishes Harlow's Weekly and the 
Lew Journal. The first book to pear the Harlow imprint wes Shinksh, & book of 
poetry. The campany specializes in school books ani work books, the Ama@ican 
Book Trade Directory 1 listing them es educational pudlishers. The catelog of 
the Herlow Publishing Company includes a representative list of books with 
emphasis on regional subjects. The collective biog eraphies of Oklahomans end 
Oklahome leaders; the titles on Oklehoma government; and the books of Oklahme 
p etry prove Herlow's richt to be called a rezional publisher. The Western 
Series of Enelish and American Classics consists of twenty-ceich titles 
designed for use in school end class room. One of the latest acditions to the 


Harlow catalog is Military Posts ani Cams of Oklehome, an attractive book - 


which shows careful editing and printing. 
One of the Oldest Publishers 


The State Cepitol Company of Guthrie, Oklehoma, forerunner of the 
Co-operative Publishing Company, is one of the oldest publishing companies in 
the state. The firm wes founded April 22, 1889, with the publication of the 
Oklehoma Stete Capitol, a newspaper, This company began the publicetion of the 
Oklehome Farmer Stockman, which was later. sold to the Oklehome Publishing 
Company, The Stete Cepitol Company printed early stete docummts inedditim 
to the newspaper end farm mafzezine. In 191] the company was reorgenized end 
beceme known @s the Co-operative Publishins Company. Special emphasis hes b 
placed on books pertaining to history and religion. Regional publicatior 
include such titles es Prairie Schooner and Other Poems, Oklauone Emblems 
and Who Is Who in Oklahoma. Typogrephy, peper, and dinding ere perticu alerly 
ettrective. 


A younger, but none the less interesting firm, is the Scononmy Pub- 
lishing Company cf Oklahcma City. In 1931 this wok cai aia compeny wes 
started and since then hes established branches in Atlanta, Georgie ani Wichite, 
Kensas, with sales offices in Fort Worth, Texas. Even though the company 
specializes in text books end work books for all gredes, its catalog includes 
titles thet are decidedly regional in appeal. The Southwest Scene, an antholozy 
of Oklahoma poetry, end The Growth of OklBhoma, a history, are two of its 
publicetions ebout Okleinme. Authorities in their respective fields are retained 
to advise and te edit work books and texts for the Economy Puvlishing Company. 
The general eppeerance of the books published by this company is above the 
aVveTeze. 


In 1889 the Times-Journel Publishing Compeny wes founded in Oklelona 
City. Although this company is primetily a printing company, it has published 
several dooks. The enthology of Oklehoma poetry, pudlished jointly with the 
Foetry Society of Oklahoma, is its outstanding title. Other titles include 
a text book of geology, and biogrenhy. 
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The Webb-Duncen Publishing Company was formed es the Webb Publishing 
Company of Oklahoma City in 1915. This company specializes in work books for 
elementary and secondary grades. Its outstanding title is The Story of Oklehoma, 
ean elementary history of the state which is femilier to librarians and teachers 
of Oklatioma. 


The Leader Press of Oklahoma City, publimers of pepas end megazines 
for the Labor Unians of Oklahma, has published two books which are of interest. 
Labor Acreements in Coal Mines was printed for the Russell Sage Foundation as 
one of its series on industrial relations. The other title, Anthology of Oklanae 
Verse, is a collection of poétry. 


The Coronado Press of Bristow, Oklahoma, was established in 1934. This 
company is truly e regional press, since it publishes only small books of poetry 
by Oklanome authors. These books are knom as Coronado Chapbooks. The «uject 
of this firm is to provide an economical means of presenting southwestern poets to 
a larger circle of readers. It combines economy of printing with dignity of 
appearance. The small paper bound chapbooks are attractive in every resp ect. 
Young Man's Country, County Seat, and Scruv Oak and Mistletoe are the three books 
which have been published to date. Any books which may be published ty this 
company in the future should prove interesting to the collector of Oklahoma imprints. 


The Dexter Publishing Company of Tulse, Oklahoma, was established in 1918. 
Its primary concern is newspepers, the Tulsa Legal News, and Weekly Review. This 
company publishes the laws of Tulsa. Its outstanding title was Oil Royalties, a 
textbook of petroleum. Other publications include books of Oklahoma poetry. 


Summery 


No doubt there are many other publighing companies in Oklahoma which 
should be included in such a list as this. Librarians who live in Oklahoma and who 
have an opportunity to telk with these various publishers might be persuaded to 
complete the work. Such a list should be of benefit to both the librarian and the 
publisher. Surelv a closer cooperstion between the two might lead to a larger 
production of regional books for Oklahoma libreries.
